It is pleasent in passing through the 
picture galleries of the Acedemy, to find 
out an artist through his dis inguishing ¢x- 
cellences before glancipg at his name, thus 
greeting old friends by right of recognition. 
Oa our first round this season « companion 
a little in advance entreated our attention to 
& piece of water that was real water, It had 
truly the indescribsble charm of reality— 
pure, cool, delicious, deep in the shaded 
weods, And the bark of the tree above it — 
the artist has studied in the right school who 
could put such touches upon canvas; and 
those ferns, gilded with the soft green sun- 
sbine that lights up woodland nooks; and 
the foreground—a luxariant tangle of beau- 
tiful things, so scourate as to be each dis- 
tinguishable,—who but Richards could mars 
their varied forms aad shades. with such 
grace of arrangement and harmony of 
coloring? Our guess was correct. It was 
a “Landscape, by W. T. Richards,” who 
is certainly unrivalled in this special de- 
partment. His pictures have delighted us 
at previous exhibitions; and we are hap- 
py to note in his continued success the 
loving devotion of the true artist, that pene- 
trates to the heart of nature in the sacred 
quiet of her inmost recesses, possessing him- 
self of her sweetest secrets. Some of We 
ber’s pictures please us in the same way; 
but thus to secure for lasting joy the very 
spirit of the woods, is rare. If we were 
doomed to be “in populous city pent,” one 
of our first luxuries should be of this kind— 
genuine transcripts of the wild bexuty of 
nature, “ Boquet Valley, Adirondack Moun- 
tains,” is charming. 

“ Autumn on the Wissahickon,” by Thor. 

Moran, is like a picture in our memory of 
the lovely river as we have seen it in the 
misty splendor of an Indian summer day, 
with its wooded hills, soft wavy seas of 
rainbow tinted foliage relieved by dark 
evergreens, rather a passing vision of en- 
chented land than the common earth we 
walk on. Oae who has not enjoyed the 
bewildering beauty of the views on that 
valiey road at the season represented, would 
be sure to accuse the artist of too much 
gsyety of coloring, but we are among those 
who know that more resplendent dyes are 
lavished upon our American woods that 
ever yet were put upon canvas, 
Among the pictures by George C. Lamb- 
din, which are always graceful and pleas 
ing, aod which his friends learn to identify 
through a certain effluence of home feeling, 
as if the heart of the man, as well as the 
sou! of the artist, had breathed life into 
them, we notice “ May Flowers,” “Callas,” 
and “ Lily. Fairy.” 

James Hamilton, a painter of whom the 
Academy has reason to be proud, has seve- 
ral pictures, marked by his own pecu'iar, 
sombre genius. Tae “ Loss of the Monitor,” 
the “ Last Days of Pompeii,” and “ The Last 
of the Wreck,” we remember as excellent.

GREAT BRAINS IN SMALL BODIES. 


It is curious to remark how unwilling 
people generally are to believe that a person 
by much too short fora grenadier may yet 
bea great man. It is at least equally cu 
rious to note the delight which nature seems 
to take in iterating and reiterating the fact 
that a very large proportion of the intellect 
of the age just passed away was lodged with 
men who fell short of the middle size. Na 
poleon was scarcely five feet six inches in 
height, and eo very slim in early life as to 
be well nigh lost in his boots and his uni- 
form. Byron was no talier, Lord Jeffrey 
was not sotall, Campbell and Mo: re were 
still shorter than Jeffery, and Wilberforce 
was a less man thao apy of them. The 
same remark has been meade of the great 
minds of England who flourished about the 
middle of the seventeenth century. One 
very remarkeble instance we may perhaps 
exhibit to the reader in a new aspect. 

In the August of 1790, some workmen 
engaged in repeiring the church of St. Giles, 
Crpp'egate, found wader the floor of the 
chancel a0 old coffia, which, se shown by 
the sexton’s register, had rested there un- 
distarbed for a hundred and sixteen years 
For a grown person it wasa very 6mall one. 
Its lepgth did not exceed five feet ten inch: s, 
and it measured only sixteen inches across 
at the broadest part. Toe body almost in- 
variably stretches after death, so that the 
bodies of females of the middle stature and 
under require coffias of at least equal length;
